Public transportation is coming to Lake 
Villa, Antioch and Grant townships. 

As of Tuesday, Aug. 2, Lake Villa Township 
will be the owner of a used PACE bus. The bus 
will be purchased through a program that 
allows municipalities to buy the vehicles out- 
right for $2,500. 

"We'll be picking from 29 buses," said Lake 
Villa Township Supervisor Dan Venturi. "It's on 
a first-come, first-served basis." 

Venturi said he would be accompanied on 
the buying trip to S. Holland, 11L by Grant 
Township Supervisor Kay Starostovic and 
Antioch Township Supervisor Steven Smouse, 
as well as by Ed Kelly, facilities director for Lake 
Villa Township. Kelly will be assessing the con- 
dition of the bus and driving it back to Lake 
Villa Township. 

While Lake Villa Township will store and 
maintain the bus, an intergovernmental agree- 
ment with the other two townships will pro- 
vide for bus service to extend to all three 
towns. 

The 15-passenger bus will also have a 
wheelchair lift and space to accommodate at 
least one wheelchair. 

"We don't know for certain how many 
chairs will fit in the bus," Venturi said. The 
buses have different configurations, with seat- 
ing that converts to allow for at least one 
wheelchair. 

Venturi said the buses are usually well 



maintained mechanically, and that cosmetics 
might be more of a concern than the engine. 

"We don't want to have to spend a lot on 
fixing up seats," he said. 

The bus will be repainted, widi a logo indi- 
cating it is "Township Transit" 

Venturi said he hopesto have the bus in 
operation by early fall. 

Plans are to route the bus through all three 
townships. 

"We plan on making It a destination-based 
service," Venturi said. "There will be certain 
days for certain stops, such as a day for med- 
ical appointments and a day for shopping 
locations." 

Gumee Mills will be one of the destina- 
tions. 

The Grayslake campus of the College 
of Lake County, a major PACE hub, will be 
a daily destination, to allow riders to con- 
nect with the suburban transit system. 

Targeted ridership will include dis- 
abled people and seniors, as well as others 
who my be in need of public transporta- 
tion, but who live too far to walk to the 
nearest PACE bus. 

Venturi said he expected the fare 
would be about $1 or $2 per ride. 

"It will be consistent with PACE fares," 
he said. "We're not depending on fares to 
support the bus." 

Venturi said the bus would be support- 
ed by advertising in a Senior Guide, which 
will include bus information.

Excavation has begun at the two exits at 
the lower level and one exit from the second 
floor at Antioch Elementary School.

The items are collected from the public 
during the first two weeks of July, only. 

The volunteers not only work hard, they 
work fast, and steadfastly. 

"We prepared lists (of things to do) that we 
thought would take them the whole visit They 
usually blow through it in 2-3 days," 
Heneberry said. "If you calculate their volun- 
teered time and the value of projects we might 
have has to hire out, it has added up to as 
much as $8,200 for a week." 

During diis year's visit, the volunteers con- 
tinued working even through the rain. 

"We all have witnessed a work ethic that 
became the standard by which to measure all 
who come here to help," Heneberry said. 

To hear the Galva Angels tell it they 



arc the ones benefiting. 

"We are the ones who gain by being 
here," Manning said. "This is such a bless- 
ing." 

Manning started the helping tradition 
about 12 years ago. 

"We were looking for a place to go to 
help," she said. "Then, 10 years ago, we 
came here. We appreciate the opportunity 
given us for one week each year." 

"This is fun," said Alex Johnson, 15. His 
shoes were spattered with evidence of his 
curb-panting project. "This was my first 
time. I thought I'd come out and help." 

It was also the first time out for 
Graham Sowden, the 14 -year-old son of 
the Galva church's pastor.

plans get OK from village board 

Parking lot access issue informally resolved; sign variances granted

CVS Pharmacy made it through the board 
approval process at the last meeting of the 
Lindenhurst Board of Thistees. 

• With trustees Mary McCarthy and Tim 
Wayne absent, the remaining board members 
voted unanimously to approve plans to erect 
the pharmacy building on the "old, old Eagle" 
lot. 

The former Eagle store, which began its life 
in Linden Plaza as a Piggly-Wiggly, will be torn 
down. The building has been vacant since the 
store relocated to Grand Avenue at Mallard 
Ridge nine years ago. 

Eagle, under bankruptcy, closed in 2003, 
and Butera Fine Foods, the present occupant, 
bought the building. 

Following a brief public hearing, in which 
CVS requested a variance for its proposed sig- 



nage, the board voted on .several ordinances, ' 
including approval of a drive-through window 
and approval of an electronic sign. 

The sign will display three-line messages 
every 15 seconds, but will not display animat- 
ed or flashing images. 

Site plans, architectural plans, landscaping 
and lighting were also approved. 

One issue that appeared unresolved was 
the board's request that the developer sign an 
agreement to not limit access to the CVS park- 
ing lot from the adjoining plaza lot. 

"We will not put up signs or barricades 
(blocking parking)," said Dennis Mannina, 
project manager for GBII Developers. 
Mannina said CVS did not want to sign agree- 
ments encumbering the property. 

"We are limited in what we can agree to 
formally," he said. "But I can categorically say 
we will not install signs that prohibit traffic 
from crossing onto our parking lot." 

He said that CVS discovered the property 
had underground storage tanks from the 1980s 



that required additional expense. 

"It moved the property down the invest- 
ment scale," he said. "If we were to come back 
to them with further encumbrances, they'd 
just say 'no.'" 

Lindenhurst Mayor Jim Betustak asked 
that the developer submit a letter to the village 
stating the intention of allowing crossover 
parking. 

With that compromise accepted, the board 
voted to allow the project. 

Variances granted included sign variances 
to allow larger signage than is in the code, as 
well as a smaller setback to compensate for the 
lot's proximity to die public right-of-way. 

CVS plans to have the building built in 
the early part of the year, according to 
Mannina. 

. Plans are still pending for a Walgreen's 
pharmacy at the southeast corner of 
Hutchins Road and Route 45.

Her experiences 
on tour and connec- 
tions, with well- 
known comedians 
throughout the ' 
country has led Sonya 
D to a new phase in her 
career — club owner. 

Her Jux* Jokkin' 

Comedy Club is currently 

under construction at 1 15 N. 

Genesee St. in downtown 

Waukegan and is slated to open 

during the second weekend of 

September. 

While Sonya D is putdng 

the finishing touches on tite location, 

Juz' Jokkin' is temporarily housed at 

Aunt Obie's Restaurant at 16 N. West- St., 

with shows every Friday and Saturday at 0:30 

and 10 p.m. and Sunday at 9:30 p.m. 

Sonya D has used her friendships with 
nationally known comedians to bring popular 
acts to Aunt Obie's, including performers who 
have appeared on HBO's Bad Boys oFComedy, 
Def Comedy Jam, BET Comic View and 
Comedy Central. So far, she said, the public 
reaction has shown a good deal of excitement 
about Waukegan's first comedy club. 

"One Uting 1 noticed is people don't get 
(comedy) on a regular basis and when it comes 
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' around, people are so excited about it," she 
said. "So I thought, these people need a come- 
dy place, somewhere to come on a regular 
basis."

Wlien she opens the doors to the club on 
Genesee Street, she said the first two weekends 
would be dedicated to veterans from the Great 
Lakes Naval Base, welcoming Navy personnel 
as guests of honor. 

"These people fight for us and I think we 
can give them a night of laughter to take some 
of the stress off," she said. 

She* added that stress relief was one of the 
major goals for all in attendance at Juz' Jokkin'. 

"Just come to laugh," she said. "I tell people 
all the time, if you do anything in life there is 
stress and bills and one' night of laughter 
makes so many problems go away. As comedi- 
ans, that's how we deal with things. We can go 
through the worst situations in life but when 
we put our hand on the mic and see people 
laugh,' our problems seem to diminish." 

Tickets can be bought at the door for $10 
for the shows at Aunt Obie's. 

When Juz' Jokkin' opens on Genesee Street, 
advance tickets will be $10, tickets at the door 
will be $12, and VIP tickets will be $20.

Noble Fool Theatricals is taking a new 
look at an old play, the 1885 Gilbert and 
Sullivan comic operetta "The Mikado." And 
what a creative, refreshing interpretation It is— 
with well-delivered songs and just the right 
degree of wackiness. 

Arranged by Bonnie Shadrake and direct- 
ed by Amy IJinns-Calvey, "The Mikado: 
Version 2.005" is ushered into the 21st 
Century. It's set in an arcade at a subway station 
in Japan and features a first-class cast backed by 
a strong four-piece band. 

The basic framework of the show is intact. 
You'll hear such favorites as "Gentlemen of 
Japan," "Three Little Maids from School" and 
"Willow, Tit-Willow." The costuming, by 
KimberlyG. Morris, is contemporary. 

The men dress in dark suits, white shirts and 
ties and the young women in the chorus wear 
navy sailor suit-type outfits. The outfits get a lit- 
tle more traditional for the wedding ceremony. 

Ko-Ko (Brendan Kelly, with spot-on comic 
dining), as die lord high executioner, longs to 
many his ward, Yum-Yum (Courtney Rioux) 
who just happens to be in love witfi Nanki-Poo 
(Robert Felbinger). Here, instead of a wandering 
minstrel, Nanki-Poo is presented as a would-be 
rock star performing for spare change. 

But Ko-Ko, afraid to run afoul of the Mikado 



(emperor), is under pressure to perform at least 
one execution in order to retain his office; he 
strikes an arrangement wi ill his rival, who volun- 
teers to be beheaded if he's permitted to wed 
Yum-Yum for one month. 

Advice from Pooh-Bah (Patrick Mellen), Ko- 
Ko's right-hand man, is mixed, which is no sur- 
prise since he who holds muldple positions, 
from lord high justice and first commissioner of 
police to archbishop. 

There's good work from Marilyn Bogetich 
("Alone, and Yet Alive") as die assertive Katisha, 
would-be daughter-in-law-elect of the mikado 
and by Mick Houlahan as the all-powerful mika- 
do himself. 

Cell phones, TV cameras and mulrimedia 
screens on either side of die stage successfully 
integrate with die operetta, not to mention die 
occasional current reference to political and 
entertainment figures. The production also 



bows to Japanese pop culture, making use of 
comic books and Hello Kitty dolls. One satirical 
scene even takes place in a Benihaha-style 
restaurant setting. 

This operetta has plenty to tickle your 
fancy.

A barn-razing experience 



It was almost like being in church. Shafts 
of light pierced die still, vast expanse. 
Swallows looked down from the intricate 
maze of rafters, flapping tiieir wings as if 
we were intruders violating a shrine. 
Meanwhile it turned out my husband was 
taking some of the last photographs of this 
stately, old round bam in Harrington. lust 
weeks later, it burned to the ground. 

Sadly, this is just one of many bams dis- 
appearing from the local landscape. As 
Nancy Schumm-Burgess noted during her 
presentation, "The Bams of Lake County," at 
die Wauconda Area Public Library, these irre- 
placeable links to our agricultural past are 
disappearing at the rate of five to 10 a year in 




Lake County alone. 
And with them 
fades part of our 
local heritage 
replaced by cookie 
cutter subdivisions 
or shopping malls, 
during her pre- 
sentation, Nancy 
shared some of the 

colorful stories behind area bams that date 
back to 1834. While these structures reflected 
European agricultural traditions, she said, the 
resulting architecture evolved into something 
unique to die region. For example, Lake 
County was a leader in dairy farming in the 



LESON 
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late 1800s. So die silo, Invented by a McHenry 
County farmer in 1863, was quickly added on 
to area bams as a convenient way to feed 
herds although a few kinks had to be worked 
out first. Apparently, local teetotalers disap- 
proved of the drunken cows lhat were feeding 
off fermented silo hay. 

Nancy also described the rise of "check- 
book farmers" during the 1900s, industrialists 
drawn to Lake County's rural beauty. These 
wealthy weekend farmers built grand barns, 
such as Malcolm Boyle's imposing structure, 
now part of Lakewood Forest Preserve in 
Wauconda. With the well-heeled visiting Lake 
County, tourism became big business, as well 
along with a few unsavory pursuits by mob- 
sters during Prohibition. As Nancy details in 
her book, also titled "The Barns of Lake 
County," It is rumored that there was a safe 
house in Villa Park near Deep Lake and 
Fourth Lake where mobsters could meet to 



negotiate business. Terri Druggen, Al Capone 
and "Baby Face" Nelson owned farms In die 
county." 

Barns can't help but strike a cord in our 
collective memory. Each barn raising was a . 
communal expression of confidence in our 
country's future. By supporting organizations 
like die National Bam Alliance 
(www.uwex.edu/Igc/barns/nbahome.htm), 
hopefully we can prevent these "Prairie 
Castles" from being razed from memory. 

Nancy's book is offered by the Land 
Conservancy of Lake County, a land trust that 
protects open land in Lake County 
(www.landconservancyoriakecouiity.org). 
"Bams of Lake County" is also available at 
County Bumpkin Garden Center in 
Mundelein and Wauconda's Lake County 
Discovery Museum.

desserts). Each was test- 
ed by her and a battalion 
of 116 home cooks from 
across die country. 

We got perfect results 
from Grilled Stuffed Chicken 
Breasts with Prosciutto, 
Taleggio and Pesto. The cheese 
came from a local Italian super- 
market, though the author also sug- 
gests possible substitutes, including 
brie, Camembert or a "good-quality Monterey 
jack." The recipe calls for pesto, which isavall- 
able commercially but easy to prepare (olive 
oil, fresh basil leaves, garlic, pine nuts, kosher 
salt and freshly grated pecorino romano). 
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Cut the Taleggio into 6 logs, each with a 
, piece of rind on one edge, if possible. Wrap a 
slice of prosciutto around each log or cheese. 
Cover and set aside. 

If the butterflied chicken breasts are too 
small to hold the cheese logs, pound die 
chicken a bit: Lay a sheet of plastic wrap on a 
tint surface. Open the butterflled breasts like a 
book, and place them skin side down on (he 
wrap. Be sure to leave a couple of inches of 
room around each piece for die chicken to 
spread. Place a sheet of waxed paper on top of 
the chicken. Widi die flat side of a meat 
pounder, gendy pound-stretch each piece of 
chicken until it becomes large enough to 
accommodate the log of cheese. Be careful not 
to tear die meat. Remove die waxed paper. 

Lightly sprinkle the inside of each butter- 
Died chicken breast widi salt and pepper. 
Place 2 leaves of basil and a prosciut to- 
wrapped log of cheese on one side of each but- 
terflled breast. Fold the other half over, cover- 
ing die log, and secure the chicken with round 
toodiplcks diathavc been dipped in olive oil to 
make insertion easier.) Use as few toodipicks 
as are necessary; the more you insert, the 
more you must remove from die hot chicken 
before serving. Brush bodi sidesof die chicken 
widi olive oil and sprinkle lightly with salt and 
pepper. (The chicken can be prepared up 



to diis point, placed on a plate, covered and 

refrigerated for up to 24 hours. 

Remove from die refrigerator 1 hour before 

grilling.) 

Prepare a medium-hot fire in a charcoal 
grill, or preheat a gas or stovetop grill to medi- 
um-high. To grill, place the chicken skin side 
(smooth side) down, with the pieces at least 1 
inch apart to prevent steaming. Cook, turning 
once, until the internal temperature of the 
densest part of the meat reaches 145 degrees 
F, about 5 minutes per side. Be sure to insert 
die thermometer into the meat, not the 
cheese; die latter can skew the reading. 
(White-meat chicken is done at 150 degrees. 
The residual heat from the melted cheese will 
elevate the Internal temperature as die chick- 
en rests.) 

While the chicken is cooking, drizzle a lit-; 
dc pesto in a random pattern across the sur- 
face of a serving platter or onto individual 
plates. 

Widi clean tongs, transfer die cooked 
chicken to a clean cutting board. Using nee- 
dle-nose pliers, fish tweezers or your fingers, 
twist and pull out every toodipick. Place die 
chicken on die prepared plates, and drizzle a 
IitUe more pesto over die chicken. Pass the 
remaining pesto in a bowl at the table.

We've seen a Stealdi 
jet up dose in flight twice and it's 
indeed an impressive machine. The 
mod squad team is lead by Lt. Ben 
Gannon (Josh Lucas of "Wonderland" 
and "Secondhand Lions"), Kara Wade 
(Jessica Bid, "Blade Trinity" and 
"Cellular") and Henry Purcell (Oscar 
winner Jamie Foxx for "Ray").

What we 
always fear is Uiat because the direc 
pilots are risk takers, diat at some 
point, Uiey niighl not return home. 
Each of the pilots as well as die drone 
have personal challenges diat they 
meet in ways that we'll not share widi 
you as it would spoil your enjoyment 
in seeing the Him. Hey, die drone 
Stealdi has a diameter arc! We can't 
remember diat happening before, not 
even with die computer Hal from 
"2001: A Space Odyssey." 

On target along with the action 
are the believable performances 
throughout. Josh Lucas offers a 
brash confidence as leac^ pilot Ben 
Gannon; much like die rock music 
he blasts. Jessica Bid is no cream 
puff pilot as she calculates the 
human toll on the ground. And her 
woman in combat portrayal is a 
charge. Jamie Foxx as Henry Purcell 
has a smart, scientific mind widi an 
appreciation for the metaphysical, 
die poetic and hip hop. The diree 
play off each odier beautifully. 

The spedal effects in this film are 
Oscar caliber all die way. Some of the 
scenes fall into die unforgettable cate- 
gory. Without giving away too mudi 
detail, you'll be on die edge of your 
seat, gaping at two plane crashes, the 
wagging tale of an airborne refueling 
stadon, a precision bombing in 
Rangoon and our favorite, the explo- 
sion of an air hangar in Alaska, 

This is easily the most fun and 
best popcorn movie of die summer. 
The story is solid, the acting first rate, 
the scenery is spectacular and the spe- 
dal effects are on parwith "Lord of the 
Rings." 

Wliile all movies are political to 
some degree, this one is sriiart 
enough to not tell you what to think 
wlule making you think. And it's 
highly entertaining. For the seeming- 
ly out of reach "better place" world 
that everyone likes to talk about, 
"Stealdi" encourages us to ponder 
how we use technology and morality 
to help us not repeat die mistakes of 
die past. Based upon history, die 
future is not bright, but hopefully 
mankind will find a way to pursue 
peace in place of war.

Xan (young newcomer Alex Michaeletos) 
is a boy living on a farm in South Africa with 
his parents Kristin and Peter (Hope Davis of 
"American Splendor," and Campbell Scott 
from "Roger Dodger"). Dad and Xan rescue an 
orphaned cheetah, Duma, and bring him into 
their home as a pet. His father tells Xan that at 
some point, if the animal is to survive in the 
wild, they'll have to choose the proper time to 
let him go. 

The story, about the relationship between 
Xan and Duma, realistically portrays how they 
bom must mature as they face challenges that 
come with the passage of time. Xan is close to 
both of his parents but when his father 
becomes seriously ill and eventually dies, life 
is no longer a fairy tale. 

In both this film and the audience and 
critical favorite "Fly Away Home" (about a 14- 
year-old girl and orphaned geese who have 
lost their way), director Carroll Ballard intro- 
duces us to children and adults who look at life 
with a delightfully youthful eye. Carroll was in 
town recently to promote the film, which 
opens exclusively in Chicago on Aug. 5. This is 
a wonderful family film that deals realistically 
with loss'and separation. 

George Singleton: The wildlife (in the film) 

. is so abundant I am curious to know if the 

photography was done in multiple locations? 

Carroll Bollard; They were in different parts 
of South Africa but everything was shot within 
a tight time frame of 60 days. The animal life is 
as abundant as it appears in the film. 

GSsThe film says that a cheetah can go from 
0-60 .in two seconds and reach a top speed of 
70 mph. Is that really true? 

Carroll: You bet! We got the cheetah pho- 



tographed up close running full speed by 
using antelope bait hangingfrom a pole in an 
adjacent vehicle. You'll notice that the chee- 
tah and the people are not in the same frame. 
We were able to edit it so that it looked that 
way. That was a great scene. 

GS: How did you get the cheetah to chase the 
deer? That looked so realistic. 

Carroll: We used different animals for differ- 
ent scenes. The Duma in the scenes with Xan 
was actually a pet of his. He got the part 
because he was the only person mat audi- 
tioned that was a natural with the animals. In 
the deer scene, that was another cheetah that 
was in the wild. It was the real thing. 

GS: What are your thoughts on live actor 
family message films as compared to animat- 
ed ones like "Madagascar" and "The 
Incredibles"? 

Carroll: While I'm not against animated 
films, I do believe strongly that certain emo- 
tions can be conveyed with live children 
actors that will connect with kids in ways that 
fantasy cannot. 

Throughout life, we continue to struggle 
with the concepts of forgiveness and letting 
go. "Duma" introduces that concept to chil- 
dren in a positive and realistic way. This think- 
ing person's family film is initially being 
released only in a few theaters in Chicago. If it 
does well on opening weekend, August 5-7, it 
will open in more theaters. If this film sounds 
Interesting to you, I urge you to see it next 
weekend. It deserves your support if you 
believe it's important to not be limited only to 
animated and blow 'em up films for your chil- 
dren. Like most fast food that's fine sometime 
no one wants it every day.

About the Volo Bog State Natural Area 

Tlic current landscape of the northeast comer of 
Illinois was sliaped principally by glacial activity tltou- 
sands of years ago. As the climate continued to ivarm, 
the ice blocks melted, fanning depressions which 
developed Into lakes, bogs and marshes. Volo Bog was 
originally a deep 50-acre lake, with steep banks and 
fxnr drainage. Research on pollen grains preserved in 
the bog indicates tliat the lake began filling with vege- 
tation approximately 6,000 )vars ago. A floating mat, 
consisting primarily of sphagnum moss formed 
around the outside edges among the cattails ami 
sedges. Volo Bog is significant in tltat it exhibits all 
stages of bog succession. 

Each season brings its own beauty and wonder to 
Volo Bog and seasonal visits allow for observation of a 
ividcmriety of plant and animal life. In the spring fern 
fiddlehcads reveal their beautiful fronds. Bog buckbean 
and leatherleafbloam in abundance. A great variety of 
songbirds, waterfowl and wading birds stop by as they 
migrate north to tlieir summer nestingareds.

Do you suffer from flea denial? 



pet's itchiness can be due to irrita- 
tion and allergy, including that 
caused by Ilea bites. However, many 
pet owners may suffer flea denial, 
assuming that fldfcs cannot be the source of 
the problem. Some people may associate 
fleas with poor pet hygiene, but the cleanest 
pet, even pets kept indoors all die time, can ■ 
suffer flea bites and flea allergies. 

Dr. Karen Campbell, veterinary dermatol- 
ogist at the University of Illinois Veterinary 
Teaching Hospital in Urbana, explains there 
are many reasons pet owners may assume 
their itchy pet can't have fleas. "Often owners 
will tell me diey*ve never seen a flea on their 
pet, but cats arid dogs groom themselves well, 
removing the fleas before anyone sees them." 

"It only takes a single flea to cause an 
allergic reaction," she points out, so a pet 
doesn't need to be infested widi fleas to have 
seriously itchy, red skin. If a pet develops an 
allergy to flea saliva, a single bite can cause 
irritation that can affect a fairly large area of 
skin. 

The flea goes through several stages dur- 
ing its life cycle" The adult flea spends virtual- 
ly its entire life on its host, where die female 
adult lays her eggs. These eggs fall off the host 
into the environment, where they develop 
into legless but mobile larvae and feed off 
organic debris in the indoor or outdoor envi- 
ronment. The larvae develop into pupae diat 
are highly resistant to parasiticides and are 
encapsulated in tough, sticky cocoons. When 
they hatch into adults, they can leap onto an 
unsuspecting host. 

Some people believe that if their pet stays 
in the yard, or stays indoors altogether, 
there's no way they can get fleas. On the con- 
trary, flea larvae can live in the backyard 
grass, and any life stage can hitch a ride 
indoors on the shoes, socks, or clothing of 
family members. Since larvae don't like light, 
they will burrow deep in carpeting and cracks 
in floorboards where even the most obsessive 
vacuuming and cleaning cannot reach. 

Although there are many causes of itchy 
skin and dermatitis, there are some charac- 
teristic patterns associated with flea bite aller- 
gy. Dogs usually get inflammation on the 
rump, belly and the insides and backs of die 



diiglis. There maybe papules (small bumps) 
and crust on the skin. 

Flea allergy manifests a bit differently in 
cats; tiiey often get a condition called "miliary 
dermatitis"— small white spherical lesions 
that look like millet seeds. A flea-bitten cat 
gets these lesions on the rump and around 
the neck, and may have hair loss on die belly 
from excessively licking at the skin. 

Flea allergy can be diagnosed with a 
physical examination, and a veterinarian may 
use a special comb to look for evidence of 
fleas, such as dark flea feces, known as "flea 
dirt," under die hair. Veterinarians can also 
perform an intradermal skin allergy test, simi- 
lar to that performed on humans, to deter- 
mine which substances an animal reacts to. 

The first step in treating a flea allergy is to 
eliminate the fleas. There are several types of 
parasiticides on die market, including sham- 
poos, sprays, foams and oral medications. 
Each product works differently, for example, 
some medications require a flea to bite before 
they kill the flea, whereas others kill fleas sim- 
ply on contact. 

Some products even have residual action; 
parasiticides diat get absorbed into the hair 
shaft get carried into the indoor environment 
when hairs and skin flakes are shed, killing 
fleas in carpeting and furniture and some- 
times eliminating the need for harsh aerosol 
pesticides. 

To reduce the itching and inflammation, 
a veterinarian may prescribe and anti-itch or 
anti-inflammatory medication. Some cases 
may require antibiotic treatment to prevent 
secondary bacterial infection of irritated, 
damaged skin. 

To minimize pets' exposure to fleas, Dr. 
Campbell recommends some simple strate- 
gies: cutting grass short will provide less dark 
space for light-sensitive larvae to hide in, and 
keeping die yard clean of organic debris pro- 
vides less food for tiicir survival. Since flea lar- 
vae cannot survive dry environments (relative 
humidity below 50%), a de-humidifier can 
help control fleas indoors. Dr. Campbell also 
recommends washing pet's bedding regular-

Americans use more than one billion 
sharp 'Ejects, as well as other materials in 
their homes annually for health care purpos- 
es. If these sharp objects arc not disposed of 
properly, Uiey could injure family members, 
trash handlers or others who might come in 
contact with them.

There's been a big buzz lately in die med- 
ical community about all the positive effects 
omega-3 fatty acids have on a person's health, 
but did you know diat not all omega-3s are 
created equal? 

There are several omega-3 fatty acids that 
help your heart. However, only one is also criti- 
cal to die development and optimal function- 
ing of your brain -- docosahexaenoic acid or 
DMA. 

WhatisDHA? 

DHA is a fundamental building block of 
the brain. It is essential that the fetus 
receive DHA while in the womb for opti- 
mal brain and eye development. 
Moreover, recent studies clearly show that 
infants who receive optimal levels of DHA 
in the womb and through nursing perform 
better on cognitive tests. 

lut DHA is not just baby food. Clinical 
is show that in healthy adults, high con- 
don of DHA is associated with a reduced 
. jr developing Alzheimer's, dementia and 
age-related macular degeneration, a major 
cause of blindness. Low levels of DHA in red 
blood cells are associated with attention 
deficit and hyperactivity disorder in children, 
as well as cognitive decline in the elderly. 

How much is enough? 

Most Americans don't get enough DHA in 
their diet. An expert panel from the National 
Institutes of Health and the International 
Society for die Study of Fats and Lipids recom- 
mends that healthy adults consume a mini- 
mum of 220 mg of DHA a day.

There are several ways to get more DHA 
into your diet so you can reap the brain, eye 
and heart hcaldi benefits. 

The developing fetus is completely depen- 
dant upon the mother's dietary sources of 
DHA, while the infant's best source is breast 
milk. Pregnant and nursing women can 
increase dieir DHA levels by increasing their 
dietary intake of DHA. Higher levels of dietary 
DMA from foods and supplementation direct- 
ly enhance breast milk DHA levels. Formula- 
fed babies can get their DHA from supple- 
mented formulas.

Marlek's DHA is the only DHA approved 
for use in U.S. infant formulas and is available 
to people of all ages dirough nutritional sup- 
plements as well as certain foods. 



Blood doeatiom basics 



Each year, millions of people give die gift 
of life by donating their blood at blood drives. 
Some do it without a second thought. But oth- 
ers may have not donated because the 
thought of giving up blood makes them 
queasy. If you are in the latter group, it may put 
you at ease if you understand die blood-dona- 
tion process. Here's a rundown of what will 
occur, according to die American Red Cross. 

Before you donate 

First, you'll be asked for a form of idendfi- 
cation and to provide your name, birdiday 
(you must be at least 17 to donate) and Social

Security number. Then, you'll get your tem- 
perature, pulse and blood pressure taken. A 
drop of blood will be taken to make sure you 
have enough blood cells to donate safely. 

You will then be asked questions about 
your past and present health and lifestyle, and 
you can ask any questions you may have. Be 
sure to tell the interviewer if you aren't feeling 
well, have a fever or have traveled to Mexico or 
taken a Caribbean cruise in the past 12 
months. You may not be permitted to donate 
temporarily or permanently depending on 
your answers. Some reasons you may not give 
blood include , if you're under 110 pounds, 
have gotten a tattoo within the last 1 2 mouths , 
you have had malaria in die past 3 years, you 
have had hepatitis on or after age 11, you have 
AIDS or an AIDS symptom, you have been 
raped in the last 12 months, you have snorted 
drugs through your nose in the last 12 months 
and various other reasons. 

Then, you'll be given a form to privately let 
officials test if your blood is safe to donate. 
Some reasons your blood may be unsafe 
include you've tested positive for any AIDS 
virus, you've taken illegal or nonprescripdon 
drugs by needle, you've taken clotting factor 
concentrates for a bleeding disorder and some 
odier reasons. 

When you donate 

Before you donate, the arm diat you are 
donating blood with will be cleaned (all sup- 
plies including die needle are sterile and used 
only once). You will give about a pint of blood 
in total. Most people feel okay after donating 
blood. Some people experience an upset 
stomach or feel faint or dizzy afterwards. You 
may also experience a black and blue mark, 
redness, or pain at the needle entrance site. 

When you are finished, you will be given a 
form with donation instructions and a num- 
ber to call if you decide after you leave that 
your blood may be unsafe to donate. Your 
blood will be tested for syphilis, HIV, hepatitis 
and odier diseases. You will be notified if your 
tests are irregular.

Officials confirmed Tuesday 
that the size of the proposed retail 
development for the 
Lake County 

Fairgrounds in 

Grayslake would be 
between 1 million and 
1.2 million square feet—- 
a space potentially big 
enough for a large mall. 

Many are comparing 
what could come to the 
space to Westfield 
S h o p p i n g t o w n 
Hawthorn in Vernon 
Hills, which houses 
about 175 stores yet it 
remains to be disclosed. 

For months rumors 
of what may come to the fair- 
grounds have swirled around the 
county, 

Grayslake village officials have 
said dial high-end retail develop- 
ment has been considered for the 
space. There has also been some 
talk of potential residential devel- 
opment. 

"There is"a good chance Uiere 
could be a residential component,"

said Mayor Tim Perry. 

The only way that would hap- 
pen is if it makes for better land 
planning and financial success, he 
said. 

A non-residential clause cur- 
rently applies to only 60 of the 112 
acre -site. 

The village has 
recently asked Lake 
County to add 60 acres 
of the fairgrounds, 
located along Route 45, 
to the village's sewer 
service area. 

County officials are 
asking that any poten- 
tial developers fund 
road improvement 
projects that stem from 
increased traffic. 

If the sewer agree- 
ment goes through 
developers or the vil- 
lage may have to finance a $60,000 
traffic study and related traffic 
improvements. 

The mayor said it would be his 
intention to have the developer do 
that work.

help ease traffic

While traffic signals may be 
the bane of many Lake County 
motorists during rush hour, new 
technology may make them more 
tolerable and even helpful. 

With the completion of the 
new Traffic Management Center 
by September, Lake County offi- 
cials hope to ease traffic conges- 
tion and alert drivers to potential 
gridlock on US, state and county 



er nearly complete 



highways, said assistant county 
engineer AlGiertych. 

Work is currently being com- 
pleted on the 4,600 square foot 
extension at the county's trans- 
portation headquarters on 
Libertyville's Winchester Road. 

The command center is being 
built in part with a $3.6 million 
federal grant. 

When complete it will be one 
of the few systems of its kind, 
Giertych said. 

The command center will rely 
on around the clock surveillance 
and documenting of traffic flow in 
Lake County to help ease grid- 
locks. 

In addition to synchronizing 
traffic signals throughout the Lake 
County, it will also help monitor 



traffic to warn motorists of 
upcoming, delays and potential 
travel times, similar to the system 
in place on the Illinois Toll Way 
system. 

It's very intelligent technology, 
Giertych said. Sensors and cam- 
eras will constantly receive data 
that will be broken down at the 
command center. 

But it won't stop at data collec- 
tion. Data will be studied to find 
solutions, he added. 

The first phase of the project 
will be to synchronize traffic lights 
on major corridors throughout the 
county. 

There are already several corri- 
dors that are synchronized, 
including Lewis Ave. from York 
House Road to Route 173 and 



Rollins Road from Route 63 to 
Lotus Drive. 

More than a dozen additional 
synchronizations are planned, 
including Route 60 from 
Buttcrfield Road to Milwaukee 
Ave, Route 176 from Waukcgan 
Road to Route 41 and Hunt Club 
Road from Gages Lake Road to 
Stearns School Road. 

Ideally, Giertych said the coun- 
ty would like to have all major 
county roads under surveillance 
by the command center. 

The solutions the center offers 
would not only be quicker, he said, 
but would cost less than conven- 
tional widening and extension of 
roads.

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Due to the ongoing drought, the Lake 
County Health Department/Community 
Health Center is continuing to urge water well 
owners to limit or eliminate non-essential 
activities such as outdoor watering and car 
washing. Recent rain did not eliminate 
drought conditions. 

"Some areas are reporting an 80- to 90-foot 
drop in groundwater levels," said Dale 
Galassie, the Health Department's Executive 
Director. "During times of -drought, it is 
extremely important to conserve our ground- 
water resources so they are available for drink- 
ing and sanitary use. This is a time to be a good 
neighbor." 

The Health Department is particularly 
urging water well owners to refrain from

watering lawns. Dry grass will not die, but will 
go dormant If it is necessary to water the lawn, 
the best time is in the early morning or in the 
evening when it is cooler and less water is lost 
to evaporation. Those with in-ground sprin- 
klers on timers should not allow the water to 
run throughout the day. 

"We are asking water well owners to stop 
watering their lawns until the drought is over," 
"said Galassie. "We are concerned that the 
groundwater levels in some areas are so low. 
There is not an endless supply of water, and 
the groundwater levels will not recover until 
there is a reduction in use."

increased West Nile risk 




Willie no human cases of West Nile Virus 
have been reported in Illinois thus far this 
year, Lake County health officials are urging 
residents not to become complacent about 
protecting themselves against the disease. 

The number of mosquitoes testing positive 
for the virus in the region, especially in subur- 
ban Cook County, has substantially grown. 

One hundred different batches of mos- 
quitoes have tested positive for the virus in 
that county. 

In Lake County, a crow collected in 
Deerfleld on July 20 and a mosquito pool col- 
lected at the Old School Forest Preserve near 
Libertyville on June 21 tested positive. The 
virus has also been detected in DuPage, 
McHenry, Will and Kane counties and a total 
of 21 counties statewide. 

"Many people think that because of the 
drought they don't have to worry about mosqui- 
toes," said Dale Galassie, the Health 



Department's Executive Director. "But we may 
be coming upon the peak time for the mosqui- 
toes that carry the virus. This season's hot weath- 
er has provided an ideal breeding environment 
for the disease-carrying Culex mosquito." 

The Health Department has activated a 
West Nile virus hotline for county residents 
to report dead birds, report areas of stagnant 
water (which are conducive for mosquito 
breeding), or to obtain more information on 
the signs and symptoms of West Nile 
encephalitis. 

The West Nile virus hotline number Is 
847-377-8300. 

Last season, Lake County reported no 
human cases of West Nile virus. However, 
four crows, one blue jay and 95 mosquito 
pools tested positive for the disease.

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It is already over three months after the village election in 
Gurnee and there is still a residue of bitterness over the 
election: not totally about the results, but the tone of the 
campaign and the ethics charges that were leveled. Many 
on both sides in the campaign felt that the ethics complaints 
were no more than "low-ball politics" with no substance. 

The village board was correct in accepting a local prosecu- 
tor's recommendation that the ethics complaints against for- 
mer Mayor Don Rudny and village prosecutor Rudy Magna 
and present trustee Tom Chamberlain had no merit. It's too 
bad (hat it took as long as it did to drop the matter; it should 
have been dropped "in a heartbeat". 

When I attended the public hearing at village hall regard- 
ing the Illinois State Toll way's failed attempt to construct a toll- 
way plaza at Grand Avenue, I sensed that there was still some 
"bad blood"- stemming from the local election. It is not easy to 
erase feelings when persons' integrity and character are chal- 
lenged. 

The election is over now and it is important for die good of 
the citizens of Gurnee dial the board work together for the 



good of all. That doesn't mean that they should agree lock-step 
on everything. It is healthy to have reasoned differences. Outof 
diosc differences can come compromise. That is always better 
than "power-play" politics. 

Getting back to some of the "election turmoil." I have 
never met Don Rudny or his successor, Kristma Kovarik. But 1 
do keep my ears and eyes open on all of government and pol- 
itics in Lake County. I have watched many village board meet- 
ings under Rudny's leadership. 

Because I believe that Don Rudny's reputation was 
harmed, and I realize that can be a high price to be in politics, 
I think that some good words are in order to put in perspective 
his tenure as the mayor of Gurnee. You can imagine how many 
political people and leaders 1 have come in contact widi over 
the years. 

You have probably read enough of these columns to 
understand that I loathe authoritarian politics. Watching 
Mayor Rudny over the years, I appreciated his leadership 
because I found him to be "decent, fair, and understanding," 
no matter who addressed the board meetings. He gave every- 
body "a fair shot" at being heard, whether he agreed with them 
or not. When he didn't agree with a citizen, he usually satisfied 



that citizen with his response why he couldn't accommodate 
the citizen's request.

1 realize that Don Rudny is "out" now, and I didn't have to 
say anything. But, diat is why i thought it even more important 
to write this. His name was sullied and it should not have been. 
I believe that he has been a good and responsible leader and 
he gave politics a good name. 
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andidates and political wannabes are 
running the gamut in getting the word 
out on their plans for the 2006 elec- 
tion. There are formal announce- 
ments, non-announcements, no announce- 
ments, whisperingcampaigns, no comments 
and "keep-em guessing" comments.

I sat through the spe- 
cial meeting called June 28, to 
review and change Insurance carriers. The 
bids came from a mutual and stock compa- 
nies. The mutual company provided reduced 
coverage in die demolition and construction 
by limiting increase of construction regard- 
less of inflationary norms. The mutual limit- 
ed the replacement cost of die glass, those 
big beautiful window walls that bring morn- 
ing light to about 25 percent of Uicir value. 
The mutual limited die payout on replace- 
ment, in the event the library is destroyed 
and another location must be leased, rented 
or built to carry on service to far less than 
costs would be in an actual emergency. In 
each of these items, the taxpayers would be 
responsible for any costs above the payouts 
as we would be in our own home. 

We take risks, and pray strongly and often 
we never need to make a claim. The mutual's 
bid for workmen's compensation was meas- 
urably higher than the stock company's even 
though the library had two claims against the 
workmen's compensation portion of the over 
all policy. The mutual dangled a carrot of div- 
idend return six montiis after the policy is up 
for renewal which most likely will be offered 
as a premium discount in the following year 
instead of an actual disbursement of funds. 
The mutual policy also provides certain 
needless coverage to inflate its own premium 
value. On occasion insurance companies due 
go out of business, in Cook Library's case the 
taxpayers will be presented a bill for our por- 
tion of die payouts from the defunct insur- 
ance carrier. 1 hope they have reinsurance. 
Maybe the reinsurance attorney on the board 
could suggest a company to protect the tax- 
payers for additional premiums. 

. I am in the building trades and witness to 
50 percent inflation in construction costs per 
year the past two years. Workmen^ compen- 
sation insurance rates normally increase by 
80 times when tiiere are claims in die build- 
ing trades. They are limited to maximums 
normally taking effect after one instance. I 
also, as a responsible individual, regularly 
have my own insurance needs reviewed and 
get competitive bids, keeping my personal 
overhead down and insurance agents honest. 

After all the reduced coverage and 
increased workmen's compensation costs the 
removal of needless coverage the possible 
future dividend six months into next years 
policy the competitive bid went to the mutu- 
al insurance carrier for about 2,000 more dol- 
lars than die stock companies bid. The pre- 
mium up front will be $7,000 more for less 

insurance.

Leading the way this year 
will be senior guard Mary 
Sponseller, a key reserve on 
last year's squad. 

"She's a real solid player 
and she logged a lot of min- 
utes last year and this sum- 
mer," Ryan said. "She plays 
hard all the time. She also has 
a scorer's mentality, which is 
what tli is team needs because 
we've struggled to score diis 
summer." 

Sponseller has already 
begun to embrace her role as 
(he team's de-facto captain 
during the summer. 

"We're doing the best we 
can to get together with the 
younger, players," Sponseller . 
said. "I learned a lot from the 
players last year, especially 
Teresa (Ogrinc), because they 
made me feel so welcome.

and Tiffany Hendrickson. 

"Bridget has some experi- 
ence and she knows how to 
run a team at the point," Ryan 
said. "Erin has done a nice job 
mere as well. We have a lot of 
good young players. Our 
eighth grade feeder team 
went 52-3, our freshmen went 
21-5 and our sophomores 
went 22-6." 

Despite his team's inex- 
perience, Ryan has not light- 
ened his team's schedule one 
bit. Carmel's first three games 
will be against Loyola 
Academy, New Trier and 
Marshall. 

"We don't want to ease 
them into it," he said. "We 
want to throw the young play- 
ers into the fire and let them 
learn." 

Sponseller feels that

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How to 



The first thing most boat owners want to do as soon 
as the temperature rises is hit the open waters. But 
there are a few things that need to be done to get 
ready for the season, no matter what kind of boat 
you have. Follow these steps to make sure your boat is safe, 
courtesy of the boating experts at Ritchie Navigation. 

• Battery: Clean the cables with a wire brush and reconnect. 
You may have to fill the cells with distilled water, 

• Boat exterior and interior: Check the boat for rotting, 
cracks or leaks. Make sure the sea cocks are greased and 
work easily; they require a quarter turn between fully open 
and fully closed. If you have gate valves, lubricate and com- 
pletely disassemble them since their metals may have erod- 
ed during the off season. 

• Compass: Make sure that you have a compass on hand. 
Despite the advent of electronic navigation, a compass is 
still a crucial navigational tool. A compass provides heading 
information at any time, any speed and under any condi- 
tions, including a power outage. Only by coordinating the 
use of electronic and magnetic navigation can you boat safe- 
ly, efficiently and effectively. For more information on com- 
passes, contact Ritchie Navigation 781-826-5131, or visit 
them online atwww.ritchienavigation.com. 

• Cooling and fuel system: You may have flushed the cool- 
ing system with antifreeze to prevent it from freezing over- 
winter. Now, flush it out and replace it with the right 
coolant. Replace any cracked hoses. Replace the fuel filter 
(keep spares onboard) and examine fuel tanks. 

• Electrics: Examine all electrical circuits and wiring. Look 
' for chafing or worn areas. Spray wiring and strips with anti- 
corrosion protectant Test and charge batteries, replacing as 
needed. 

• Hoses and clamps: Make sure hoses are not soft, cracked 
or brittle. If they are damaged, change them. Hoses should

have the right number of clamps (it varies based on where 
the hose is) and be free of corrosion. 

• Rigging: Many boats use cables for steering, engine con- 
trols and lifelines. Inspect the ends for tiny flaws with a 
magnifying glass. With a thin paper cloth, run your hand 

■ 

along wire ropes to find broken strands. Replace any dam- 
aged wires. 

• Safety equipment: Thoroughly inspect life jackets, life 
rings, life rafts, dinghies and cushions for holes, deteriora- 
tion, proper fit and buoyancy. Make sure fire extinguishers 
are functional and not expired. Replace old flares and distress 
signals. Test the radio. Sound all warning sound devices like 
a whistle or horn and examine the radar reflector. Check 
charts and navigation lights. Replenish first aid supplies. , „ 



• Trailer: If you'll be towing the boat, inspect the trailer. 
Check tires and spares for cracks, worn treads and correct 
tire pressure. Tighten bolts and screws, Spin tires to ensure 
the bearings operate well and are well-lubricated. Test 
brakes and gauge the brake fluid level. Inspect the electrical 
system for worn wires or loose connections. Examine and 
grease the hubs. Test the back-up and tail lights, replacing 
any broken bulbs or cracked wires. If you find rust, sand it 
off and prime it to prevent further damage. 

• Water pump impeller: Impellers may bend and break 
after a long winter. Replace impellers each year, and make 
sure you have spares on board.

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Summer is almost here. The days are 
gelling longer. The weather is get- 
ting warmer. And the kids are get- 
ting more and more excited as the 
warmer weather signals the start of those fun 
trips to the beach and pool. The kids can't wait 
as they pick out their new bathing suits, flip 
flops, water toys and beach towels. 

But parents beware! Swimming and water 
play can be exciting recreational opportunities 
for many families. But they can also be dan- 
gerous if you and your children are unaware of 
their potential hazards. Consider these statis- 
tics from Kidstlealth, an online children's 
health resource, about water-related injuries 
in the United Stales. 

• Drowning is the second leading cause of 
unintentional injury-related death (after car 
accidents) for children younger than 14 
years. It's the number-one cause of uninten- 
tional injury-related deaths for kids ages one 
to four. 

• Nearly 1,000 children die every year by 
drowning. Most drownings involving chil- 
dren ages one to four occur in home swim- 
ming pools. Drowning often happens quick- 
ly and quietly — there is little noise to alert 
parents that the child is in danger. The 
majority of young children who drowned 
were last seen in the home, were in the care 
of one or both parents at the time of drown- 
ing, and had been out of sight for less than 
five minutes. 

Clearly, these statistics show why it's crit- 
ically important to teach your children how to 
stay safe around any kind of water. Here are 
some water-safety guidelines that every parent 
should follow when their kids are in or near 
water, courtesy of Kidsllealth. 



1. Maintain constant supervision. Watch 
your children closely when they're in or near 
any water— whether the water is in a bathtub, 
a wading pool, an ornamental fish pond, a 
swimming pool, a spa, the beach or a lake. 
Young children are especially vulnerable— 
they can drown in less than two inches of 
water. That means drowning can happen 
where you'd least expect it — the sink, the toi- 
let bowl, fountains, buckets, inflatable pools, 
or small bodies of standing water around your 
home, such as water-filled ditches. 

Don't assume that just because your child 
took swimming lessons or is using a flotation 
device such as an inner tube or inflatable raft, 
that he can't drown. Supervision should be 
constant with children no matter what their 
swimming skill levels are. 

If you're at a pool party, it's especially easy 
lo become distracted, so designate an adult 
who will be responsible for watching the chil- 
dren. Whether at a party or in your own home, 
if you leave your child with a baby-sitter, make 
sure he or she knows your rules for pool 
swimming. If you have an above-ground pool, 
always lock the gate around it and remove the 
ladder when the pool is not in use. 

2. Learn to swim. Both you and your child 
should know how to swim, even if your child 
is only four years old. Check with your local 
recreation center, YMCA or American Red 
Cross for classes taught by qualified instruc- 
tors. 

3. Invest in properly fitted Coast Guard- 
approved life vests. Children should wear 
them whenever they are in or near water. 
Check the weight and size recommendations 
on the label, then have your child try it on to 
make sure it fits snugly. For children younger 
than five, choose a life vest with a strap 



between the legs and a head support. The coU 
lar will keep the child's head up and his face 
out of the water. Note that inflatable vests and 
arm devices such as water wings are ineffective 
against drowning. 

4.. Be aware of water hazards in your 
neighborhood. Find out where the water 
hazards are in your neighborhood. Who has a 
pool or hot tub? Where are the ponds or 
creeks that may attract children? Make sure 
that neighbors who have pools are aware that 
you have a young child. Their pools should be 
fenced in and gates locked at all times. The 
National Center for Injury Prevention and 
Control (NCIPC) estimates that fencing could 
prevent 19 percent of pool-related drownings 
among children younger than five years of 
age. 

5* Teach your children proper pool and 
spa behavior. They shouldn't run or push 
each other when around the pool, and they 
should never dive in areas that are not marked 
for diving. If the wealher turns bad (especially 
if there's lightning), they should get out of the 
pool immediately. Let them know that they 
should contact the lifeguard or an adult if 
there's an emergency. . . 

6. Learn CPR and have eergency safety 
equipment nearby and in good working 
order. Items such as emergency flotation 
devices and shepherd's crooks are especially 
important when boating or swimming. 

7. Remove pool toys. After your. children 
are finished playing in the pool for the day, be 
sure to remove all pool toys and put them 
away. Children have drowned while trying to 
retrieve playthings left in the pool. 

8. When at the beach, teach your child 
to swim only when and where a lifeguard 
Is on duty. Make sure he doesn't swim close 
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to piers or pilings. Unlike the calm waters of a 
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swimming pool, the beach has special dangers 
like currents and tides. These sudden water 
movements may cause your child to get into 
an accident. Check with the lifeguard when 
you arrive to find out about the water condi- 
tions. Don't allow your child to swim in large 
waves or undertows, and tell him never to 
stand with his back to the water because a sud- 
den wave can easily knock him over. Teach 
your child that if he is caught in a rip current 
or undertow, he should swim parallel to the 
shore or should tread water and call for a life- 
guard's help.
